A Delbert Road family wants anyone 
who witnessed Columbus’ first murder 
of the year to come fotward to assist in 
a five-month unsolved investigation. 

Police investigations have slowed 
due to lack of information, Therefore 
victim's father, Lewis Dafney and 
Crime Stoppers has placed $1,000 
each for anyone who can help identify 
three men involved in an East Main 
Street shooting on New Year's Day. 

"We want someone to step forward," 
said Lewis Dafney. "This is what | was 
hoping. The detective told me to con- 
tactthe Call and Post." 

At about 3:21 a.m., Shawn, 21, and 
Brain, 20, Dafney became involved in 
an argument with three males and two 
females.on.the southeast corner of Kel-

$2.5 M to schools in 
Tuttle Mall victory 


The Columbus Public Schools will be $2.5 million richer, as voters, in light turnout 
approved a measure which would allow a development team headed by The 
Limited's Les’\Wexner to construct a megamall at the Tuttle Crossing site Tn 
Northwest Columbus 

in gaining voter approval, the backers were able to overcome a lack of significant 
nterest in other areas of the city, and the strong hostility of a geighbornood group 
in Northwest Columbus, which had pressed to place the referendum on the ballot 

Issue 1 had been placed on the ballot by Families Against Forced Zoning, a 
coalition of Northwest Columbus groups that had opposed the decision of Columbus 
City Council to. approve the rezoning of a portion of the Tuttle Crossing site in order 
to accommodate the megamall 

Opponents of the mall charged that the development was too big for the site, and 
would lead to increased traffic congestion and crime in the area 

Proponents of the mall countered with a statement that the mall would generate 
$2.5 million in increased taxes for the Columbus Public Schools, in addition to 
creating 4000 jobs in Columbys. Proponents also charged that the opponents - 
who live in Columbus, but in the Dublin School District -- were attempting to shift 
construction of the mall to a different Columbus site, which was outside the 
Columbus Public Schools but within the Dublin Schoo! District 

Jack McKittrick, director of the Franklin County Board of Elections, said that 
turnout for the election was heaviest in northwest Columbus, and light elsewhere 

Marvin Jones, a consultant to the Issue 1 effort, said that such turnout was “as 
expected," especially early in the day. However, turnout in the city’s inner-city 
neighborhoods was expected to pick up as the day went on 

Sharlene Morgan, a member of the Columbus ‘Board of Education and a big 
supporter of the mall project, said that one of the problems backers of the measure

Child found wandering on 
Near East Side

Corey Bonner, a three-year- 
old boy, was found wandering 
around the Mt. Vernon Avenue 
area just aftermidnight on Tues- 
day, May 4. 

A citizen who found, Corey 
walking around lost and knock- 
ing on doors in the area called 
the police. Columbus police of- 
ticer- Dave-Foster-picked Corey 
up at the corner of Champion 
and Mt, Vernon avenues at 
12:21 a.m, and took him to 
Franklin County Children Ser- 
vices 

Mary Louise Dyess, director 
of Franklin County Children Ser- 
vices Intake and’ Investigation 
division, explained what hap- 
pens to children in similar situa- 
tions as Corey. 

"We get maybe 25 to 30 
cases a year," said Dyess, refer- 
ring to children who are found 
lost or abandoned and taken into 
custody by the agency 

Dyess related that if parents 
or relatives come forth to claim a 
lost or abandoned child, 
Children Services conducts a 
study of their home to determine 
if the child willbe properly cared- 
for there. The income of the 
parents or relative is taken into 
account, as well'as how many 
people live there and if the child 
will be provided with proper 
nutrition and health care 

Children Services also inves- 
tigates if there had been any 
kind of physical or sexual abuse 
inthe home. The parents or rela- 
tive claiming the child sign a 
release to have their police 
record-checked by the agency 
as well 

If no one comes forth to claim 
a lost or abandoned child within

Later, Skidmore approached 
the woman and questioned her 
about her rental practices.-She 
denied that she had discriminated 
against anyone and stated that 
she was not a racist, ~ 5 

Edmonds claims that she was 
verbally harassed by the landlord, 
and she has taken action against 
the apartment owners, She made 
a copy of the tape that aired last 
Wednesday on WCMHs news 
programs and gave it to her attor- 
ney, Alexander Spater, who works 
for the Columbus Urban League. 

"This is a rare case," said 
Sharon Austin, director of Fair 
Housing al the Columbus Urban 
League. "If it is this blatant, it is 
usually an owner of a few proper- 
lies, Most large apartment renters 
know better." 

The Columbus Urban League 
received 57 discrimination com- 
plaints in 1992 and 40 in 1991 
According to Austin, race répre-

discrimination complaints that 
come into the League 

A growing number of com- 
plaints deal with family status, 
Austin said. The 1988 Fair Hous- 
ing Act prohibits discrimination on 
the basis of handicap or family 
status. In 1992, the Urban League 
received 31 complaints on the 
basis of race and 27 based on 
family status. 

This past Tuesday morning, the 
federal district court granted a 
restraining order, filed by Urban 


Spater, which prohibits the owner 
of the apartment from renting it to 
anyone else besides Edmond until 
ahearing can be held, Spater must 
now file for that hearing and post 
bond which is equivalent to one 
month's rent of $300, 

Sources who contacted the 
owner of the apartment in Florida 
say that the woman at Buttles Ave. 
takes care of the property, but 
does not have any authority to 
screen possible tenants. 

Often, says Austin, an in- 
dividual will not even pursue adis- 
crimination case because they 
fear it will take too long. In the 
Edmond case, Austin said the dis- 
crimination was so blatant that it 
didn't take a great deal of inves- 
tigation -to-figure-outwhere_ the 
problem was. 

“The most critical thing for an 
individual to do if you feel you have 
been discriminated against," Aus- 
tin indicates, "is not to ignore your 
gut reaction, If people don’t con- 
front it, it will continue to happen." 

Spater adds, "someone might 
say, ‘why would you rent from 
someone who is a racist?’ No, you 
want to rent from whomever you 

ant to rent. Just because they are 
a racist shouldn't interfere with 
that." 

After her story aired on WCMH, 
Edmonds received an offer froma 
downtown renter, who Would be 
more than happy to rent to Ed- 
monds. Despite the problems she 
has encountered, Edmonds still 
wants to live in Goodale Park

Reagan. Reagan's focus was on the major issues of 
tax policy, the economy, and government spending; he 
did not allow himself to be diverted from those critical 
issues; and he had clearly-defined goals and a program 
from which he did not waver. His success in ac- 
complishing his agenda largely reflected that focus and 
consistency. 

Of course, there have been many successes al- 
ready for the president. He has begun to address one 
of the most critical issues facing all Americans - a 
health care system that leaves 37 million Americans 
with no benefits, even as it consumes ever-larger 
amounts of national resources. His budget proposal 
represents a good first start in getting a handle on the 
budget deficit, and certainly reflects his willingness to 
place the issue of deficit reduction on the national 
agenda. We also believe that the president has worked 
aggressively to keep one critical campaign promise -- 
that he would have an administration that “looks more 
like America.” Blacks, Hispanics, and women have 
been represented in key roles in this administration 
and we applaud the president for his efforts. 

There are many factors - from fighting in Bosnia to 
the decisions of a cult leader in Waco -- that a president 
cannot control. But what a president can control is his 
own sense of direction and focus. President Clinton 
needs to more clearly refocus his vision on those issues 
that are critical to the American people, with a recogni- 
tion that it will take time to put in place the kind of 
consensus on health care and the economy that will 
pass congressional muster 


Black and white in prison 


ne of the key demands of the rioters in the 

Lucasville prison’s Cellblock L was that the 

policy enunciated by the Ohio Department of 
Rehabilitations and Corrections regarding the integra- 
tion of cells be reviewed. It is a demand to which the 
prison officials agreed, in order to end the riot. However, 
it would be disappointing if prison officials ultimately 
caved in to prison rioters ona policy, enforced by Warden 
Art Tate, which has been both fair dnd reasonable. 


The policy stems from a federal court case, White v 
Morris, inswhich a Black prisoner attacked the con- 
stitutionality of the state's intentional segregation of 
Black and white prisoners. A federal district court found 
that the practice was indeed unconstitutional, and or- 
dered that the assignment of prisoners to cells be made 
on non-racial grounds. We believe that this is a proper 
approach 

Of. course, the volatile environment of a»prison -- 
especially a prison designed for the most hardened” 
offenders -- makes even such a reasonable approach 
challenging. Some prisoners are members of hate 
sects, such as the neo-Nazi White Aryan Resistance, 
that could legitimately make rooming with a person of 

ther race an-absolute danger 

lowever, all the evidence is that this was handled 

ropriately by Warden Tate. Under the prison policy, 

assignment of prisoners could be challenged by 
either of the prisoners involved. Prison officials would 
| investigate the reasons for the challenge, and ifa 


person (for example a white supremacist) refused to 
room with any person of another race, that prisoner 
would be placed in solitary confinement. In many 
cases, inmates were expressing fears and Concerns 
regarding their assignment with a person of another 
race which could be resolved 

If there is any organization which would endorse the 
concern regarding the integration policy =- whose 
change. it is important to note, was requested by both 
Black and white prisoners -- it would be the Cotrectional 
Institutions Inspections Committee, a legislative com- 
mittee which has been the watchdog for prison issues. 
But its director, attorney Peter Davis, expressed strong 
confidence in the manner in which the officials at 
Lucasville have handléd that volatile issue, It is impor- 
lant to consider, as Davis does, the unfairness of 
stigmatizing any individual prisoner on purely racial 
grounds, while at the same time maintaining the 
flexibility to address the legitimate concerns of Black 
and white prisoners 

There is.no evidence that the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Corrections is planning to bow to this 
pressure. We would encourage them to remain firm, 
yet flexible, in the handling of prisoner assignment. 
Racial animus should certainly be a consideration, yet 
the acceptance of racial stereotyping. and bigotry 
should riever become official state policy in any arm of 


state government -- even that arm which deals with the. 


most dangerous and predatory prisoners. 


Judge Lloyd O. Brown

1967, and subsequently to the Cuyahoga County Court 
of Common’Pleas. 

Throughout his career as a jurist and lawyer, Judge 
Brown was known for his integrity, and his “firm but fair" 
demeanor. : 

Judge Brown was truly a role model for our young 
lawyefts and those who aspire to join the legal profes- 
sion, He will be sorely missed in our community, as 
one who really "paid his dues”

Harvey Gantt is an example of a successful Black 
politician, a man who came within 100,000 votes of 
unseating North Carolina arch-conservative Jesse 
Helms for a U.S. Senate seat in 1990 and who-pre- 
viously served as a two-term mayor 
of Charlotte :

"We have to get more practice in running outside 
our safe districts,” Gantt said, “Doug Wilder proved you 
can do it.’ 

Wilder, the governor of Virginia, in 1989 became the 
first Black ever elected the govemor of a state. He did 
itin-a state with a Black voting population of only 15 

rcent, largely by pulling near-unanimous Black sup- 
port in a heavy turnout and gaining a high minority of 
white support. 

David Bositis of the Joint Center for Political 
Studies, a Washington-based think tank focusing on 
Black issues, noted that the number of Black elected 
Officials in America has risen significantly since the 
JCPS first started counting them in 1970, At the same 
time, there has been a leveling off of the growth of 
Black politicians. Part of this leveling off is due to the 
increasing saturation of Black elected officials repre- 
senting Black-majority, or near Black-majority, districts. 

in the U.S. Congress, Bositis notes, 30 of the 40 
members represent Black-majority districts 

At the same time, there has also been a strong 
movement -- undoubtedly led by the mandates of the 
Voting Rights Act and the court-mandated reduction of 
gerrymandering -- toward “parity” for Blacks in state 
legislative seats as well. Nationwide Bositis said, state 
legislative districts are represented by Blacks at 80 
percent of Black parity -- with 100 percent representing 
the same percentage of Black le tors as the state's 
percentage of Blacks in the volte hoe population -- 


In Congress, however, Blacks lag behind; Cong! 
Lou Stokes of Cleveland is the only Black member of 
Ohio's 19-person congressional delegation. 1 

The notion of “parity’, however, results in a majon 
problem when it comes to the U.S. Senate, Since 
“there's no state that’s even close to having a Black 
voting-age majority,” Bositis said, the only way that 
strides can be made in the representation of Blacks la 
the Senate is through the success of the “crossover 
politician” -- a person who is “already representing & 
multi-ethnic, multi-racial constituéncy.” ) 

The crossover Black politician is “the wave of the 
future,” Bositis said -- especially if the goal is not mere 
representation of Blacks, but gaining political power. 

“There's no Black district, in and of itself, that's in a 
position of real power" in the Congress, Bositis said) 
While men like Stokes have gained significant institu- 
tional power, that power is the result of their own efforts 
and abilities, and not the inherent strength of the 
districts they represent n 

Ohio fay have the opportunity to examine this 
issue. Stokes, the dean of the Ohio congressional 
delegation, is contemplating a run for the U.S. Senate 
in 1994. Sen. Howard Metzenbaum is expected to 
announce that he will not fun for re-election, and a 
major contender for the post is Metzenbaum’s son-ine 
law, businessman and attorney Joel Hyatt 

In addition to Stokes, Cleveland Mayor Michael 

-White -- who was able to create a multi-racial coalition 
in his 1989 election, and appears to have strengthened 
that coalition as he looks toward victory in 1993 -- has 
also expressed an interest in running for the U.S! 
Senate 


In Memory of Chris Hani

Once again, all freedom-loving 
people throughout the world are in 
a state of shock and disgust over 

_the tragic assassination of Chris: 
Hani, young gifted leader of the 
African National.Congress (ANC). 
This is another painful reminder of 
the racist brutality of the apartheid 
regime in South Africa. It is impor- 
tant that we not let the memory and 
living spirit of Chris Hani fade. 

On April 30, 1993, immediately 
after teturning home from buying a newspaper, Chris 
Hani was shot fo death by a racist coward named Januz 
Waluz.’ Official South African government explanations 
now reveal that Chris Hani’s assassin has direct ties to 
the most radical faction of the neo-Nazi conservative 
party in South Africa. Although Waluz was arrested 
“shortly after he drove away from Mr. Hani’s home, it 
was not until several top leaders of this racist faction 
were subsequently arrested that one top South African 
police Official acknowledged that Hani’s killing may 
have been part of a coordinated, assassination con- 
spiracy 

African American civil rights leaders in the United 
States, as well as the masses of millions of our brothers 
and sisters, mourn the loss of this great South African 
leader. Cris Hani, at the prime age of 50 years, was one 


of the bright, shining stars of an emerging new South « 


Africa. Yet, the pains and sacrifices necessary to trans- 
form South Africa into a democracy appear to be in- 
creasingly fatal. bade, 2 

The history of the freedom movement In the United 
States, Africa, and throughout the world well docu- 
ments the necessity not to let assassins silence the 
movement. We must.therefor lift our voices -- not only 
to mourn this loss, but to increase the volume of our 
Outrage against the hideous spectacle of the institu- 
tions of apartheid in South Africa. 

The origin of Chris Hani’s ‘murder weapon substan- 
tially implicates South Africa's President and his 


government. It was too easy for these white, right-wing 
extremists to steal this particular gun. from the military 
in Pretoria. Although Hani’s assailant reportedly had 
licenses for four guns -- including a machine pistol -- 
the one he used to kill Hani was not among them. 

Moreover, reliable sources point out that the South 
African police found a "hit list" in the home of Hani’s 
murderer which contained the names of other African 
political leaders in South Africa, To date, those names 
have not been revealed. Such startling revelations can 
only have a very riety | effect on the negotiating 
process to end white rule here. | 

In fact, it would be more accurate to characterize this 
brutal murder as a staggering blow to the progress 
already made in. South Africa's transition to majority 
rule. Chris Hanihad the best credentials to succeed 
Nelson Mandela. Not only had he held several 
prominent leadership positions in the ANC, but he also 
had the most charismatic appeal to angry, young 
Blacks. He earned credibility-for the ANC among the 
disgruntied -Black» youth in South Africa. In fact, Hani 
was viewed by most public opinion polls as the person 
to lead the ANC into the-21st century. 

Now that Hani is nd longer with us, the transition 
journey to majority rule in South Africa will be rougher 
than ever. Nevertheless, we must be ever vigilant and 
keep the faith, Chris Hani has not died in vain and thé

judgement. It is a reality that im- 
pacts on our progress. Majority 
institutions will change ever so 
slowly. They will allocate a 
limited number of positions each 
year that will-go to women or 
minorities. Opportunities will 
first go to those individuals who 
fit a company's profile and who 
are most qualified as defined by 
that company. The profile and 
qualification requirements may 
change at the discretion of the 
company. 

This is not to say that people 
who have been hired by these 


companies are not qualified. Itis 
to say that in most instances, the 
individuals hired fit a pre-deter- 
mined profile that generally ex- 
cludes African-Americans. 
These issues also impact on 
companies’ retention policies. 

Over the years, we have 
heard time and time again that 
companies cannot find qualified 
minorities. You remember when 
companies could not find 
qualified women. For as long as 
| can remember, companies 
have hired qualified white males 
who have failed, been ter- 
minated, or resigned; however, 
those same companies have not 
written off white males or held 
white males to a higher standard 
for hiring purposes. Companies 
do not afford African-Americans 
the same treatment, or should | 
say. luxuries. 

Companies have grown more 
comfortable with the gender 
issue because women now oc- 
cupy a greater percentage of the 
work force and their’ cultural dif- 
ferences aren't as great. 

We must view the diversity 
issue very carefully. If we do not, 
wee will fall farther behind. 
There was a time when the

Do Blacks adjust better 


According to a recent study, Black and 
white single parents are more similar 
than different in how they adjust to 
divorce 

However, study results also suggest 
that when the economic differences be- 
tween Blacks and whites are taken into 
account, Black single parents actually 
function slightly better after a divorce 
than whites. 

These findings help refute the 
stereotype that Black families are flawed 
and unstable, said Patrick McKenry, co- 
author of the study and professor of 
family relations and human development 
at The Ohio State University. 

In general, the researchers found no 
differences between Black and white 
single parents in life satisfaction, depres- 
sion, health and quality of life. 

McKenry said that findings suggest 
that economic pressures and difficulties 
may be responsible for much of the dif- 
ficulty Black parents have adjusting to 
divorce. In 1987, for example, the mediarh 
income of a Black family was $14,000 
lower than that of its white counterpart 
($20,000 vs. $34,000). This suggests 
that economic aid -- rather than 
psychological counseling -- is likely more 
effective in helping single Black parents 
overcome the negative effects of divorce 

"We need to provide economic assis- 
tance. Our results suggest that among 
Blacks, it's lower social and economic 
Status that hinders adjustment -- not faul- 
ty coping skills."

McKenry conducted the study with 
Mark Fine, associate professor of 
psychology at the University of Dayton 
and Hyunsook Chung, visiting assistant 
professor of family relations and human 
development at OSU. Their work was 
published in arecent issue ofthe "Journal 
of Divorce and Remarriage." 

McKenry has been studying divorce 
for most of his 17-year academic career 
He said he decided to address African- 
American adjustment to divorce be- 
cause few comprehensive studies on the 
topic had been done F 

"In the past, most investigators study- 
ing divorce used small, non-repre- 
sentative, white, middle-class samples 
The white, middle-class family was 
easiest to study. Scientists were most 
comfortable there. Studying other racial 
groups required additional effort," he 
said 

In addition, he said, divorce patterns 
among Blacks in the 1980s warranted 
Study. While divorce rates among-whites 
remained stable during this period, 
divorce rates among Blacks increased by 
17 percent. 

"This made the adjustment of Black 
single parents to the process of divorce 
an especially salient issue," he said 

For their study, McKenry and his col- 
leagues analyzed information collected 
during the National Survey of Families 
and Households in 1987 and 1988, The 
researchers collected and studied the 
Survey responses of 641 Black and 
white divorced parents who had not

Five-hundred and seven 
respondents were white and 134 were 
Black. Of the white respondents, 444 
were women and 63 were men; of the 
Blacks, 129 were women and five were 
men 

The researchers analyzed survey 
responses on eight topics: satisfaction 
with life, parenthood, work and 
housework, depression, health, sub- 
stance abuse and quality of life 

Results show that when economic dif- 
ferences were taken into account, Black 
respondents were more satisfied being 
single parents than their white~counter- 
parts. And Black women reported fewer 
instances of substance abuse in their 
households than white women. 

McKenry is quick to:urge caution in 
interpreting these findings. The sample 
sizes were small for some groups, and 
only self-reported perceptions of adjust- 
ment were measured -- not actual be- 
havior. 

But McKenry said despite the limita- 
tions, these results indicate that Black 
divorced parents may adjust to divorce a 
bit more effectively than whites 

This difference could be the result of 
greater support from family and friends 
in the African-American community, he 
said 

“One aspect of African cultural back- 
ground is the presence of extensive ex- 
tended family and social networks. For 
African-American families, this is 
manifested in more community support.

"We don't know exactly how Blacks 
and whites might differ in how they view 
marriage. But the assumption is that 
there are differences," he said 

McKenry will test this in a upcoming 
study.

“This will help us build a greater yAp, 
derstanding of parental adjustment to. 
divorce,” he said. “Although race is a 
relevant factor, other factors also play an 
important role."

With the possibility of social 
security benefits and tax condi- 
tions changing soom retirees 
could potentially face a myriad of 
new financial management chal- 
lenges. 

WHAT TO DO 

Financial planners typically es- 
timate older adults need about 80 
percent of their pre-retirement in- 
come to maintain their standard of 
fiving. But how elusive is this 80 
percent. 

Obviously, the more income 
generated by an individual or 
couple, the easier it becomes to 
achieve some financial goal. For 
the majority of retirees, income 
remains stable and predictable 
through vehicles such as Social 
Security and possible pension 
plans. 

However, the balance of income 
usually comes from investments.

This is the key area older adults 
need to maximize before and 
during retirement. In attempting to; 
receive a greater return, though, a 
higher level of risk invariably fol- 
lows. 

To reduce the risk of drastically 
fluctuating assets, older adults 
need to diversify their investments 
-- or allocate some funds in low-risk 
investments while placing other 
resources at moderate risk levels. 
The net effect is a higher overall 
return 

The idea is to find a “middle 
road" somewhere between the 
high rollers and investors standing 
on the sidelines. ‘ 

For instarice, those who"played 
it “safe” by investing all of: their 
assets in certificates of deposits 
with government-insured financial 
institutions felt insulated from 
losing money. ’ 

In actuality, however, the com- 
bination of falling interest rates 
and decreasing returns prevented 
these .investments from even 
keeping up with modest inflation 
levels. The net result was reduced 
purchasing power. 

Conversely, a retiree who has 
invested totally in his or her former 
employer's stock is especially vul- 
nerable. to financial hardship if the 
company's stock plummets -- 
slashing not only corporate

dividends but a retiree's lifestyle, 
too, 

The Wall Street Journat *sug- 
gests that most retirees should 
keep.a_ significant portion of their 
portfolios in stocks. 

Many financial advisors 
recommend 30 percent, and some 
suggest 40 percent or more, with 
the exact percentage depending 
on age and individual circumstan- 
ces. 

Whatever financial vehicle is 
chosen, a trusted financial advisor 
or even more information at the 
public library can help you get 
started in evaluating your present 
investments for risk and diversity. 
Remember to consider the tax im- 
plications of any changes in your 
investment portfolio as well. 

PROTECTION FROM THE UN- 
EXPECTED 

While concentrating on maxi- 
mizing assets and income, retirees 
should ‘also protect themselves 
from catastrophic expenses 
through adequate levels of in- 
surance. 

For medical insurance, every 
retiree should carry both Medicare 
Part Aand Bto provide basic medi- 
cal coverage. 

If possible, a supplemental 
medical policy like Medigap 
should be:carried. Also, some form 
of long-term care insurance policy 
should be considered. 


if a particular retiree still drives 
a vehicle, he or she should carry 
substantial liability coverage, and 
should also consider an “umbrella 
rider" to increase coverage. This 
becomes particularly important 
when a_ significant portion of in- 
come is dependent on investments 
that could be subject to loss ina 
lawsuit 

In addition, even if a retiree's 
home is owned mortgage-free, 
homeowner's insurance should 
be carried. Renters similarly 
should carry renter’s insurance.

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Lower interest rates, 
higher expectations 


Recent reports about the rate of inter- 
est being paid on the five-year U. S. 
Treasury note should not escape your 
attention. The note was priced at the 
lowest level in its history at the last auc- 
tion. In effect, you are being paid just over 
five percent on the money you lend to the 
esenenen over a five year period of 
time. 

The reading will undoubtedly have im- 
mediate significance to investors who 
have used the five-year note to help 
secure a predictable income stream. 
‘What you have in the five-year note, of 
course, Is the protection of “the full faith 
and credit* of the U.S. government. 

You have also captured the bulk of the 
return available on any other U.S. 
Treasury issue, but without the fisk that 
goes along with having your money tied 
up for a much longer period of time. 

For the reasons | just cited, the five- 
year note is often a good instrument into 
which to place investment money. But if 
the trend toward lower interest rates con- 
tinues, that trend will not only reflect, but 
affect as well, several key factors that are 
at play in the economy. 

It will reflect continued weakness in the 
demand for loans in the private sector. 
The “crowding out" many economist 
feared in the early-to-mid 80s will no 
longer be a factor in the nation’s lending 
business. “Crowding out" refers to atrend 
in_which the government comes to the 
market to borrow for its own needs, leav- 
ing less for private borrowings. 

A low interest rate on the five-year note 
will also reflect continued weakness in the 
economy. In effect, the U.S. Treasury 
continues to add to the money supply 
because it wants to keep some liquidity 
there without re-igniting inflation. 

What the continued trend toward lower 
tates on the five-year note will affect im- 
mediately is investors’ perceptions about 
their options in the financial markets. 

For the past couple of years, there has 
been a tremendous upsurge in interest in 
mutual funds because these instruments 
are perceived to be less risky than buying 
individual stocks. And because many of 
them have been doing better than rates 
on certificates of deposit (C.D.'s). 

Mutual fund investors often invest that 
way because they are frightened of the 
prospects of holding individual stocks 
whose prices might be severely 
"punished" if there is any bad news 
reported at all by the company they own, 
Mutual fund investors also get something 
else--professional management that they 
would have to pay substantially higher 
fees to obtain. 

Read the popular financial press and 
you will likely find a mania developing for 
mutual funds which cannot be too healthy 
for either the investor or the markets in 
general. Capital should be more evenly 
distributed in order for the money system 
to work properly. 

Expect the same thing from mutual 
funds that you would expect from any 
other investment in which investors buy 
almost with reckless abandon. Not only 
will the individual stocks inside the mutual 
fund portfolios be taken apart, but so will 
the funds themselves. It happened in the 
early 70s; that 20-year cycle may be due 
to repeat itself in the 90s. 

If interest rates continue to fall, one 
thing that will be helped by that trend is 
the federal deficit, although only minimal- 
ly at this point. The budget deficit is so 
large that it may not matter that much that 
interest rates are falling. 

Unlike re-financing a house which 
many private home owners are doing 
these days, the government does not "call 
in" its paper from the market, meaning 
that if someone bought a 30-year U.S, 
government instrument that pays 15% 
and fave been lucky enough to hold onto 
it, all Can say is Congratulations! 

Nevertheless, if the government 
doesn't have to pay as much for the 
money it borrows as re, it won't have 
as big a problem five years down the road 
as when interest rates were higher. 

Further drops in interest rates definite- 
ly won't hurt potential home buyers, ex- 
cept to the extent that continued 
weakness in the rate of interest earned 
means that the economy is also weak. 
That weakness has a funny way of show- 
ing up in layoffs, providing a damper to 
the desire to purchase anything that rep- 
resents a long term commitment. 

| hope | haven't confused you into 
thinking that | am unhappy about the 
drops in interest rates. For rates are 
governed by the laws of supply and 
demand just like any other commodity in 
the marketplace. | accept those laws and 
respect them, 

trick is to get the economy growing 
at such a pace.that we won't have a fear 
either of a collapse or a fear of too rapid 
growth. We want to believe that the 
economy can grow and thatthe problems 
we face can indeed be solved, as our 
president has promised they can be.

Area law schools make 
strides by increasing | 
black faculty members. 


A dozen or so years ago, LeRoy Per- 
nell was the only African American faculty 
member on the faculties. of The Ohio 
State University College of Law and the 
Capital University Law and Graduate 
Center. Today, thanks to the efforts of the 
pioneers like Professor Pernell, there are 
eight African American professors at the 
two law schools. 

That is a whopping 800% increase, 
most of which is attributable to hirings in 
the past five years during which five of 
the professors were hired. African 
American law professors now constitute 
slightly more than 10% of the total num- 
ber of full time law professors in the city. 

Pernell, a 1974 law school graduate 
of the Ohio State, joined his alma mater 
as an Assistant Professor in'1977. Afew 
years later in 1980, Capital Law School 
graduate Athornia Steele joined the 
Capital Law faculty. Ohio State saw a few 
African American law professors come 
and go prior to the 1986 hiring of David 
Williams tl, 82 University of Detroit 
Law Sc Graduate. Two years later, in 
1988, Ohio State added Vincene Verdun, 
a 1978 University of Michigan law school

The annual African-American 
bradeamp Ball is nanee after John 
lercer Langston for a key reason: 
he was a legal trailblazer in Central 


Objo. 

John Mercer ion. (1829- 
1897) born in Coulea Court House, 
Louisa County, Virginia, was the 
first African rican to be ad- 
mitted to the Ohio Bar. He was the 
son of Lucy Langston, a plantation 
slave, and Captain Ralph Quarles, 
a white plantation owner. Eman- 
cipated by his father in 1834 at the 
ag@of four, Langston was taken to 
Ohib where he began his educa- 
tion, after his parents died. 

Langston was educated in the 
public schools of Chillicothe, Ohio, 
then at the Baker Street Baptist 
Church in Cincinnati. He later be- 
came the pupil of George 8 
Vashon, the first African-American 
graduate (1844) of Oberlin College. 

At the encouragement of 
Vashon, Langston himself enrolled 
at Oberlin College and received a 
B.A) degree,in 1849 and a M.A. in 
1852. He entered the theology 
department in 1852 and thus be- 
came the first African American to 
enter theological school in the 
United States. He graduated from 
the seminary in 1853. 


Unable to gain admission to a 
law school because of his race, 
Langston studied law under Judge 
Philemon Bliss in esi, Ohio, and 
was admitted to the bar in Septem- 
ber 1854, He later became the first 
African American to practice law 
before the United States Supreme 
Court. He was elected township 
clerk for the city of Brownheim, Ohio 
in 1855, and thus became the first 
African American elected to public 
office. He was also one of the first 
African-American attorneys in the 
United States. 

Langston was a member of the 
City Council of Brownhelm, Ohio, 
president of the National Equal 
Rights League, a member of the 
Oberlin, Ohio Board of Education, 
and the school Inspector General. 
He traveled throughout the South 
helping to set up schools Yor recent- 
ly freed slaves. 

Being the founder and first dean 
of the Howard Law School, it has 
been said that he directly or in- 
directly impacted upon the lives of 
the majority of African-American at- 
torneys practicing in the year 1900. 

In 1877, he was appointed by 
President Rutherford B. Hayes as 
Resident Minister and General 
Counsel to Haiti, a position he held

Among the last of the African 
Americans elected to Congress 
during the 19th century, Langston 
became the first African American 
elected to Congress from the Com: 
monwealth of Virginia in 1889, More 
than an academician and an 


areer strides 


elected official, Langston was a 
champion of the rights of African- 
American people. 

Before the Civil War, he was an 
active leader in several free Negro 
conventions, speaking at meetings 
of the African Anti-Slavery S 
and advocating the extension of the 
areas of freedom for African 
Americans. He opposed the reloca- 
tion of African Americans by the 
American Colonization Society. 
After the War, he was active in the 
movement to organize free African 
Americans, for their economic 
security, in the Negro National 
Labor Union. 

He is the author of an autobiog- 
raphy, From the Virginia Plantation 
to the Nation's Capital (Hartford, 
1894 - reprint 1969). He died on 
November 15, 1987 in Washington 
D.C. and was buried in Woodland 
Cemetery. He was married to 
Caroline M. Wall and, on his death, 
was survived by one daughter, 
three sons and 
severalgrandchildren.
